For 29 Crash Victims

GRAND GREVE, Gaspe, Que, 
July 27.—(BUP)—Twenty-nine 
charred bodies lay in a make- 
shift morgue at Gaspe village to 
day while investigators sought 
the cause of a Douglas DC-3 
¢erash which took their lives last 
week-end. 

The plane, owned by Rimouski 
Airlines, was en route to Gaspe 
from Anticosti when it crashed 
near here last Saturday evening, 
and it was believed the pilot be- 
came last in fog. 


The scene of the crash is about 
a mile from the main road, near 
Grand Greve, 25 miles from 
Gaspe. The trail from the road 
to the wreckage is marked by 
pieces of charred clothing that 
fell from the bodies of the 29 
victims as they were carried to 
waiting trucks for transportation 
to a makeshift morgue at the 
Hotel Dieu hospital in Gaspe. 

The 29 bodies were arranged 
for identification where possible, 
on the floor of a garage behind 
the hospital. Many of them were 


burned beyond recognition, as 
the DC-3 crashed amd exploded 
in the woodland 

The plane reportedly crossed 
Gaspe Peninsula, circled out over 
the water and came back in, when 
it crashed. It cleared a 1,000-foot 
cliff, but one wing caught the 
trees and was torn off. The air- 
craft stayed in the air for several 
seconds before carving its way 
through a quarter of a mile of 
dense woodland, eventually to 
strike the ground and explode,

Jobs In 
Radio 


Editor, Bulletin. — A reported 
statement by Mr. R, C, Dobson 
(of the Radio College of Canada) 
in your Thursday edition is that 
“there are far more jobs than 
trained personnel in Canadian 
radio and electronic fields.” 

Before dozens, or hundreds 
more young men, a great many 
of Whom are unsuited for radio 
in one or more ways, try to rush 
into the radio field, the latter 
should be examined closely. Mr. 
Dobson himself will probably be 
one of the first to agree with the 
point contained in this letter, 

In the first place, men consider- 
ing the radio field must make 
up their minds that—so far as 
the West in genera] is concerned 
—they will probably, have to 
leave their weslern homes to seek 
employment on conclusion of 
training, 

There simply are not “far more 


jobs than trained personnel” 
here. 
As one of the provincial ex- 


aminers of radio technicians on 
behalf of the Alberta govern- 
ment, | know that there are still 
some openings here and there, 
in Alberta‘ for trained and ex- 
perienced first-class radio tech- 
nicians, but it won't be long be- 
fore would-be apprentices find it 
almost impossible to enter what 
is — on the average 
crowded section of radio, that of 
maintenance work, This is not 
said to forbid entry to the repair 
field, but to show candidates 
what they are up against, 

Right now, with television re- 
ceivers being manufactured in 
the U.S, at the rate of some 30,000 
per month, radio men already in 
work that takes years to learn 
and frequent studying to keep 
abreast of advances, are faced 
with the challenge to improve 
their technica] status. In cities 
of Edmontons size, the better 
grade of technician has to have 
fairly close to university-level 
knowledge of electrical and com- 
munications circuits in order to 
hold his own, In return, he gets 
a maximum of $50 per-week (re- 
ceived by hot more than two or 
three techniclans jn Alberta). 
He might seriously turn to one

Widespread speculation that a 
parley of the foreign ministers 
of Britain, the United States, Rus- 
sia and France may be held to 
try to settle the Berlin crisis has 
been accompanied by a decided 
hardening of the western allies’ 
attitude towards the Bolshevist 
aggresfion, 

The democracies are manoeuv- 
ring for position in the rapidly- 
developing showdown, They are 
exemplifying thelr declaration 
that they are willing to negotiate 
but they won't do it under coer- 
cion, The attempted coercion in 
this instance is the food block- 


ade of the civilian population of, 


western Berlin, 

Yesterday Britain and the Unit- 
ed States handed Russia a dose 
of her own medicine by banning 
movement of trains to and from 
the Russian zone of Germany. 

Furthermore Britain and the 
United States are expanding their 
huge alr services for transport of 
food and fuel for the 2,400,000 
inhabitants of western Berlin. 

What must be the jast straw 
for Moscow, however, is the an- 
nouncement that the military 
governors and German political 
leaders of the three western 
zones of the Reich have reached 
final agreement for a unified 
government of that area, which 
includes the rich and all-import- 


ant industrial Ruhr, The Russians 
have fought this program tooth 
and nail, while refusing to join in 
creating a government for all 
Germany, The Russians are he- 
lieved scheming to absorb Ger- 
many into the Soviet bloc and 
thus pave the way for conquest 
of the whole of Europe. 

Still, the democracies are leav- 
ing the door open for Russia to 
pool their zone with the other 
three and make a unified Ger- 
many. At the same time rumors 
have been circulating in Bertin 
and London that there may be a 
new conference of the Big Four's 
foreign ministers, 

There even is speculation again 
that President Truman and Pre- 
mier Stalin might meet to try to 
jron out the crisis. However, 
there is some doubt whether the 
Berlin issue, or any other vital 
issue, could be decided solely by 
Stalin these days, 

Time was when Stalin was 
credited with being the absolute 
dictator of Russia, Now, at the 
age of 69, he is said to be in good 
shape, but there has been much 
speculation aboard whether his 
word still is law 

Observers have noted that the 
Politburo, or controlling body of 
the Russian Communist party, 
more and more has been reported 
as having the last word to which, 
in theory, it always nas been en- 
tilled,

The international Communists 
always have been aware of the 
legal dangers confronting such a 
movement as theirs, and of the 
tactical difficulties of realizing 
their aims. What they publicly 
advocate is never what they pri- 
vately plot, If overthrowing the 
government, by force means 
marching on Washington with 
guns, they certainly are not so 
naive, This is not the eighteqnth 
century, 

The tactic is legally to capture 
sufficient power directly, or by 
coalitions with other parties (the 
American Labor Party and the 
Wallaceites), to put them in com- 
mand of key government posi- 
ions, They then can use these 
posts as levers to overthrow the 
constitutional system, turning the 
instruments of the state against 
the people and establishing, in 
the name of the people, a reign 
of terror.

Maanwhile, the Wallaceites, as

Germany, Italy and Spain, 
while they were democratic ree 
publics, failed to defend those 
republics; and the conspiratora, 
using the legal opportunities 
afforded, overthrew them. 


Cause of 
Civil War 


It was precisely the failure of 
democratic republics to defend 
themselves against enemies of 
the right and left which first 
produced a condition of latent 
civil war and then led to the 
overthrow of those governments, 
Fascism and Communism, Mr, 
Wallace, are the Janus-faces of @ 
common conspiracy against libere 
tarian democracy, each promising 
to protect the people against the 
other, And if libertarian democ- 
racy has lost the guts to defend 
itself and protect the people 
against both, it is doomed. 

That is the lesson of contem. 
porary history, which you per- 
petually misread, You fail, for 
instance, to mention that Com. 
munism was outlawed and sup- 
pressed for 17 years in Switzer- 
land, Also, when Nazism reared 
its horrid head, it was suppressed 
too; and the Swiss Republic, as a 
libertarian and social democracy 
has serenely weathered the revo- 
lutionary storms of this era, 

There is a modern view of de- 
mocracy which conceives it as 
nothing militant in itself, but as 
providing only a neutral arena 
for the contest of its enemies, In 
this concept, the defence of civil 
rights does not concentrate on 
exposing to obloquy the enemies 
of civil rights but on defending 
the rights of those enemies, What 
manner of thinking is this? 

I recommend a little more 
clearheadedness of the Civil 
Liberties Union, which weeps so 
copiously for traitors and moves 
no finger to protect the endan- 
gered rights of patriots and hon- 
est men,

SCOTTISH EXPERT TELLS HOW 


Kill Whales ‘Humanely’ 


And Feed All of Europe 


WINNIPEG, July 27.~(CP) 
All of Europe could be fed for 
four months on the whale meat 
wasted annually in the Antarctic 
due to “antiquated” methods of 


killing the “majestic creature,” 
an authority on whaling said to- 
day. 


He is Dr, H, R. Tittle of Dun- 
dee, Scotland, now touring Can- 
ada and the United States, Dr 
Little has conferred with the 
federal government and the Unit- 


ed Nations on the whaling in- 
dustry. , 
Soon, he said, one of two 


new, humane methods of killing 
whales will come into use, It 
will provide enough meat to feed 
Europe for four months on cur- 
rent rations, 

The explosive harpoon now 
used damages the meat before 
the whale is dead, he said, It

causes putrefactive intestinal or- 
ganisms to spread throughout 
the blood stream, Housewives 
often complain of the oily taste 
and fishy smell resulting from 
this killing method, 

Dr, Little said research indi- 
cates electrocution or the use of 
carbon dioxide will replace the 
present harpoon explosive, More 
than 200 whales were killed be- 
fore the Second World War by 
Norwegians who used an electric 
current which passed into the 
whale through a conductor at- 
tached to the harpoon rope. 

“The first whaling company 
which goes into operation with 
one of the speedy and humane 
killing methods will require a 
third less equipment and a third 
less time tb obtain far more than 
any competitor, . 

“We owe it to the whales. If 


they are to be killed for our 
benefit, at least we can do it ip 
the same humane way we treat 
our cattle.” 

Dr, Little said the new methods 
will sharply reduce the number 
of whales killed annually. With 
present methods, the quota killed 
is “far in excess of what the 
stock can stand.”

OTTAWA, July 27,—(CP) 
With a fair chance that her first 
stations may be in operation by 
the end of 1949, Canada is ne- 
gotiating a bargain with the Unit- 
ed States that will give her the 
right to certain television broad- 
casting channels along the bor- 
der 

She would also guarantee the 
Americans not to allow her sta- 
tions to interefere in channels 
set aside for them, The pact 
would cover a belt 250 miles deep 
on each side of the boundary, 
thus involving virtually all major 
Canadian cities, 

The move is designed to hold 
open a fair share of wavelengths 
that Canadian stations must have 
if they are to function, It would 
prevent the growing American in- 
dustry from grabbing them off 
before the Canadian ingustry is 
born, 

The arrangement will eventu- 
ally be consumated in an ex- 
change of notes between the two 
governments, but that may be 
some weeks or months yet, Of- 
ficials of the department of trans- 
port, the CBC and the American 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion have agreed among them- 
selves what the distribution 
should be, but their agreement 
must meet formal approval.
